Caosee tha Deniseas of Florida to Seek 
Cnuler Cllinss. 

Jacksotvillb, Fla., Aag. U.— Four yel- 
low fever cases were taken to tho Sandhills 
quarantine hospital at midnight, Wednes- 
day, tiogether with a dozen others that had 
k)een exposed. They w«re W. H. Blake and 
B. J. Kckers, clerks, and J. W. Saunders, a 
restaurant keeper, and waiter. Blake came 
here from Urlaodn and boarded at Sanders' 
rsstaurant Saunders and bis waiter, J. C. 
Mumarb, took tbe disease from him. All 
tbe houses have been tborouglily fumigated 
and disinfected, and Iho haoMh nffitdahm 
alert and watchful. 

There are three suspicious oases in the dty 
now. Over four hundred people left Tbur8> 
day by rail and steamer, and mMny are 
paniostricken. Tbe board of health baa 
announced, after « long ssciot session, that 
the disease i^ assumiag an epidemic form. 
Five new cases were reported in ten hours. 
Tbe city will be aatiraly deserted within 
forty-eight hours if tha diaaaw haa aMUMd* 
tho epidemic form.
